After Week on

Two Others Die— 
Men Fight Off 
Sharks.

WITH THE PACIFIC FLEET, 
Sept. 27 (Delayed) (AP).—Seven 
Army flyers, rescued~ from the 
South Pacific after drifting on a 
four-man raft for seven days, saw 
two members of their B-17 bomber 
crew die of exposure. 

“If we hdd to lose a bomber, we 
were damn well glad to get rid of 
that one,” the survivors said today. 
“We .called it ‘Spider,’ because it 
was hung together with thread. It 
was one of the first Flying Fort- 
resses.” 

The men existed on a sip of wa- 
ter rationed morning and night, 
and a bit of chocolate daily. Twice 
they saw planes, but were unable 
to attract attention either with 
flares or their frantically /~waved 
shirts; They fought off three 
sharks and shot two of them. 

They were surprised to learn 
later that a shark had ripped the 
bottom of the rubber raft end to 
end, but fortunately had not 
pierced the air compartment. The 
flyers knew the bottom was torn 
but had no idea of the extent of the 
damage. . 

Survivors of the bomber’s crew 
are First Lieuts.

PACIFIC, Sept.. 12 (Delayed) 
(AP).—Pvt. Eugene Oliver Moore, 
United States Marine Corps, is 
living on borrowed time, 

Sixty-five Japanese trapped him 
in his tank on Gavutu Island in 
the Solomons, ripped open the 
hatch, threw hand grenades me 
it, and set it on fire. 

‘Smoke and fumes forced Moore 
out of the tank after the other 
crew members had been killed. 
The .Japanese grabbed him, 
knocked him .down, kicked. him, 
jabbed ‘him with a _ pitchfork, 
knifed him, then picked him up 
‘and bounced him off the side of 
the tank. 

“TI guess they. thought I was 
dead,” Moore recalls, “I had quite 
a bit of blood on me, and was un- 
conscious.” 

Moore, whose home is in San 
Francisco, at first was believed to 
have been killed in action. Res- 
cued by his comrades and skill- 
fully cared for by Navy doctors, 
he is very much alive today, after 
being evacuated from the Solo- 
mons to this base with other 
Marine wounded. 

He told his remarkable story 
from his cot in the mobile base 
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Non-Military Funds.

7 Flyers Saved 
After Week on

Two Others Die— 
Men Fight Off

WITH THE PACIFIC FLEET, 
Sept. 27 (Delayed) (AP).—Seven 
Army flyers, rescued from the 
South Pacific after drifting on a 
four-man raft for seven days, saw 
two members of their B-17 bomber 
crew die of exposure.

WALLS DESIGNED OF 
WOOD, GLASS BLOCK 


No Nails or Mortar Required 
to Make Partitions Fit Into 
Any Room. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8 (AP).—A 
new kind of portable interior 


wall, which is made up and locked 
into place, was announced today 

the Owens-Illinois Glass Co. 
Neither nails nor fasteners are 
required. 

The wall is made of glass blocks 
with slotted edges, Fitting these 
slots are prefabricated boards, 
laid between the blocks, taking 
the place of mortar. 

Erecting the wall is just a mat- 
ter of laying down glass blocks 
and board strips alternately. The 
only carpentry is the frame which 
forms top, bottom and side edges 
of the wall. This is prefabri- 
cated, all in wood. The interior 
edges of the frame are studded 
with wedge-shaped pieces of wood. 

Each of these fixed wedges is 
shaped so that, when the wall 
reaches’ it, another wedge can be 
tapped into place to lock that 
section of the wall. As ‘each layer

Scrap piles at the rural schools 
of St. Louis County reflect the 
difference in the mode of living 
there.

K. Galbraith disclosed that regula- 
tions establishing flat “dollar and 
cents” ceiling on meat products 
soon would be issued, to be fol- 
lowed during the fall by price ceil- 
ings on livestock. 


Galbraith asserted that flat 
prices would eliminate many in- 
equalities that may now exist be- 
tween small and large packers, 
provide for a better distribution of 
meat between areas “and allow 
fuller utilization of all slaughter- 
ing and processing facilities.”

RATIONING OF 
GASOLINE BY U.S. 


Petroleum Council Sug- 
gests Instead Voluntary 
Saving by Motorists and 
35-Mile Speed Limit. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP).— 
Observance of a 35-mile-an-hour 
speed limit and voluntary gasoline 
saving by motorists are recom- 
mended by the Petroleum Industry 
War Council in place of nationwide 
gasoline rationing to conserve rub- 
ber. 
eThe council, composed of repre- 
sentatives of the industry, submit- 
ted a resolution to Petroleum Co- 
ordinator Harold L. Ickes yester- 
day advocating a 90-day delay in 
extending gasoline rationing in or- 
der to ascertain if voluntary co- 
operation by motorists “cannot ac- 
complish as. much as coupon ra- 
tioning.” : 
Nationwide rationing is now 
scheduled to become effective on 
Nov. 22. 

The resolution said that current 
studies of gasoline consumption 
had convinced “most of the oil in- 
dustry” that the speed limit and 
“already widespread voluntary ra- 
tioning outside of the East coast” 
would serve the purposes of rubber 
conservation without coupon ra- 
tioning. 

The council also 
that: 

The 72-hour work week limit im- 
posed on gasoline retail outlets in 
the rationed East be extended to 
the rest of the country when Na- 
tionwide rationing begins. 

That efforts be made to assure 
equipment for drilling new oil 
wells and that there be no freez- 
ing of contract prices for drilling. 

That effort be made to assure 
materials needed for making con- 
tainers for lubricants.

Reports of heavy collections of 
scrap throughout the country, 
through the widespread - school 
campaign and other special drives, 
led Chairman Donald Nelson of 
the War Production Board to issue 
an appeal today to the public to 
be patient about the moving 
of the material to the processing 
channels. . 

“Reports from all sections of the 
country,” Nelson said, “indicate 
that patriotic Americans are re- 
sponding admirably to the appeal 
by the newspapers to give scrap 
metal immediately in order that 
our steel] mills may operate at ca- 
pacity. 

“In some sections the tonnage 
collected has exceeded our most 
optimistic hopes, and the people 
of the country should realize that 
the facilities necessary to clean, 
prepare, sort and bale this mate- 
rial will be taxed to the limit, and 
that operating at capacity it will 
take. some time to move all this 
material. 

“These victory stock piles, how- 
ever, will and must insure con- 
tinued operations. 

“If trade channels cannot im- 
mediately buy and start process- 
ing the victory stock piles, I as- 
sure the patriotic citizens of the 
country that the Government will 
do so, because all of the material 
is urgently needed.” 

17,000 Tons Collected in State. 

New York headquarters of the 
Newspapers’ United Scrap Cam- 
paign reported last night that in 
the current drive collections in 
Missouri amount to 17,000 tons, or 
an average of nine pounds for 
every person: This gave Missouri 
a place among the 10 leading 
states. Oregon was first with 25,- 
000 tons, averaging 45.5 pounds for 
each person. In St. Louis and St. 
Louis County, the campaign, which 
is a united community effort, start- 
ed a week later than the date set 
by the Newspapers’ United Cam- 
paign. 

School collections in city and 
county already are nearly half of 
the quota of 9360 tons of domestic 
and general scrap metal set by the 
War Production Board for this 
‘area for this campaign. Collections 
from stores and other business 
places will follow the school cam- 
paign. 

For all kinds of scrap metal, in- 
cluding that from industrial plants, 
automobile graveyards and special 
projects, the quota for the area is 
72,000 tons. 

At Washington 
North Euclid avenue, where the 
school children have _ collected 
probably 120,000 pounds of scrap, 
an untoward incident occurred 
which failed to dismay the chil- 
dren as they used invalid chairs, 
baby buggies, little red wagons and 
all sorts of methods of transporta- 
tion, 

Calling at a house in the 900 
block of Bayard avenue, a group of 
children were told by the woman 
of the house that “she wouldn’t 
give them an ounce of scrap to kill 
men of my fatherland.” 


The children went away and 
made posters reading, “We Must 
Win” and “God Bless Those Who 
Help” and carrying them aloft pa- 
raded up and down in front of the 
house singing “America.” 


They continued the parade until 
a man describing himself as the 
woman’s son came out and threat- 
ened to have them arrested. 

The leading girl scrap collector 
was Lois Kisslinger, 12 years old, 
who lives at 1263 Aubert avenue. 

The drive was so energetic that 
many of the children found their 
wagons breaking down. They sal- 
vaged parts from the scrap heap 
and put their wagons back into 
circulation. On the repaired wagons 
they put signs, “We collected the 
scrap with our flats to beat the 
Japs.”

A zinc figure of a lion which 
once adorned the entrance to a 
neighborhood drug store now 
guards the 15-ton pile of scrap at 
the Virginia Avenue School. Be- 
neath this. pile on the school 
grounds, 6138 Virginia avenue, is 
a foot-high bronze statue of George 
Washington and in it is 394 pounds 
of dies used for imprinting a trade 
name on plug chewing tobacco.

The regulations also direct local 
boards, in determining support, to 
consider the pay scale of the regis- 
trant after induction, the amount 
the dependent is earning or is 
capable of earning, and amounts 
the registrant or dependent may 
receive from other sources, after 
the registrant is inducted.

Army Needs Every Young Man 18 
or 19, General Says. . 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP).— 
Maj. Gen, James A. Ulio, Adjutant 
General of the Army, asserted to- 
day that the Army “wants and 
needs” for immediate training 
“every available young American 
18 and 19 years of age.” 

In a radio speech Ulio said young 
men of this age have “the superior 
physical stamina necessary to win 
this war.” 

“In raising our Army,” he said, 
“we’re depending mainly on the se- 
lective service system which is de- 
veloping a truly democratic Army. 
But these young Americans 18 and 
19 years of age who are being 
ignored, represent prime recruits 
who can relieve the strain of in- 
ducting men with dependents and 
skilled workers in our war fac- 
tories who are necessary here at 
home.”

‘NQUIRIES ‘have flooded the Department of Labor, relating to the 

President's executive order of Sept. 9 on overtime wages, the Sept. 

‘17 amendment of the order and the interpretations which have been 
issued under it by Secretary of Labor Perkins. 


The President's original order 
forbade the payment of a premium 
wage for work on Saturdays and 
Sundays, as such. The order was 
“for the duration of the war” and 
applied to “all work relating to the 
prosecution of the war.” It grew 
out of an agreement early this year 
between the President on the one 
hand and William Green - and 
Philip Murtay, respective heads of 
the AFL and the CIO, on the other. 

Many unions acceded to- the 
agreement and waived the pre- 
mium “pay. iin question. Others 
did not. The Sept. 9 order was 
issued, as the preamble stated, to 
“insure uniformity and fair treat- 
ment” for employers and employes 
who had accepted the presidential 
policy. 

Evidently the order was widely 
misunderstood to be applicable to 
all classes of work. The Labor 
Department was asked whether it 
affected employes of the railroads, 
telegraphic and telephone systems, 
newspapers, seagoing ships and 
other enterprises. : 

Secretary’s Reply. 

The Secretary of Labor issued 
a blanket reply last Saturday in 
which she called attention to the 
language of the order—“All work 
relating to the prosecution of the 
war’—and added her interpreta- 
tion that this work includes “all 
work performed by prime contrac- 
tors on Government war contracts, 
by their subcontractors, and those 
who make the materials and sup- 
plies necessary for the perform- 
ance of such contracts and sub- 
contracts.” 

Enterprises of the kind named 
in the inquiries, she said, might 
in. a sense be regarded as part 
of the war effort. Still, they were 
not engaged in.the manufacture 


of “war products or. of materials. 


are 


entering into the manufacture ‘of 
such products, and hence did not 
come within the terms of the 
order, 

“It is important to bear in 
mind,” Secretary Perkins said, 
“the basic purposes. at which the 
order was aimed. It was designed, 
first, . to, ‘facilitate ‘round-the- 
clock’ production by removing the 
absenteeism which frequently re- 
sults from premium pay for work 
on Saturday and Sunday, as such; 
secondly, it ‘sought wider appli- 
cation in the interest of efficiency 
and health on the principle that 
workers engaged in war work 
should have one day of rest in 
seven.” 


Tells of — * | 


Taking up some of the lines of 
work which she said were ex- 
cluded by the terms of the order, 
Secretary Perkins continued: 

“Enterprises which provide pub- 
lic transportation or communica- 
tion facilities, storage, distribu- 
tion or warehousing facilities, etc., 
not covered. Accordingly, 
employes of railroads, air lines or 
other common or contract car- 
riers, seagoing personnel, long- 
shoremen, dock workers and sim- 
ilar waterfront workers are not 
within the order.

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tion necessary or advisable for the 
successful prosecution of the war, 
the Secretary may deterfhine that 
any or all the provisions of this 
order shall not apply to such in- 
dustry or occupation or to any 
classes of employes therein.” 
The criticism was made that the 
order of Sept. 9 had been “virtu- 
ally nullified” by the amendment. 
Although this view of the matter 
went too far, there was ground 
for complaint. Instead of issuing 
what happened to be an inclusive 
order on premium pay and then 
amending it, the administration, it 
would seem, should have thought 
the matter through in the first 
place and made the exemptions in. 
the original order. 


Two Special Cases. 


The amending order was issued 
to cover two special cases—those 
of the AFL building trades de- 
partment and of the workers in 
| shipbuilding. In each of these 
cases there is a special wage-stabi- 
lization agreement to which the 
Government is a party. 

| Under the building trades agree- 
ment, negotiated in July, 1941, the 
workers got time and a half for 
Saturday, Sunday and holiday 
work, but they gave up all double 
time. Now the President’s order 
of Sept. 9 works both ways. It 
cuts out premium pay for Satur- 
days and Sundays, as such, but 
it also provides that if an em- 
Ploye works seven consecutive 
days, he shall be paid double com- 
pensation for the seventh day. If 
the Executive order were applied 
to the building trades, double com- 
pensation would have to be paid 
for some labor that is now being 
ee at the time-and-a-half 
rate. 

Under the powers granted her in 
the amending crder, the Secretary 
of Labor on Sept. 30 found that the 
building trades agreement “is oper- 
ating satisfactorily to stabilize 
overtime practices in the industry” 
and ruled that work performed un- 
der the agreement should not be

Stay in One Case. 


Shipbuilding is but little affected. 
New shipbuilding is already being 
done in substantial accord with the 
executive order, The amendment 
therefore covers only ship repair 
work, and in this field negotiations 
are in progress which are expected 
be bring all such work under the 
terms of the order Meantime, in 
view of these negotiations, the Sec- 
retary has stayed the execution of 
the executive order, as to the ship- 
building and ship repair industry, 
for 60 days.

In some quarters the amending 
order brought expressions of fear 
that the broad authority granted 
the Secretary of Labor to make 
any adjustments “necessary or ad- 
visable for the successful prosecu- 
tion of the war” would result in a 
wave of exemptions, Responsible 
officials of the Department of 
Labor reply that any such appre- 
hension is ungrounded. 

Exemptions of war industries 
from the terms of the President's 
original order, they say, will be few 
and far between, and they invite 
skeptics to check up on the predic- 
tion six months from now,

Here is.one of 
the first real, tangible opportuni- 
ties in' modern history for women 
at home to play a vital part in 
winning a war. Housewives and 
mothers in their kitchens can go 
far to help equip the soldiers, sail- 
ors and airmen of the United Na- 
tions with the ammunition they 
need to defeat the enemy.

Don't Take My Word for It

OFFICE LATIN. 

Formerly, it was the custom to 
sprinkle resounding Latin phrases 
throughout business letters, and 
the “elegant” use of the dead lan- 
guage made commercial corre- 
spondence all the more deadly. 
Elegance still survives, but, save 
fo. a few phrases, Latin is being 
allowed to rest in peace. Several 


stenographers have asked for an 
explanation of viz., ie. sic, and 
per se. 

Viz, is the abbreviation of the 
Latin videlicet, meaning “it is 
plain to see,” and is pronounced: 
vi-DELL-i-set. Viz. in modern use 
means “namely, that is to say.” — 

The initials i.e. stand for the 
Latin phrase id est, meaning “that 
is” and is pronounced to rhyme 
with Midwest. 

Sic is Latin for “thus.” It is 
used principally as a parenthetic 
sign that a quotation exactly fol- 
lo\-s the original even though it 
may contain an error in grammar 
or spelling, as: “His letter states 
that the raido (sic) tubes are be- 
ing shipped.” 

Per se is Latin for “by or of it- 


self.” It rhymes with “her fee.”

HE OTHER day when I wrote 
TT about the potato as » good war- 
time food because is is so com- 
mon and so valuable, I promised to 
continue the series.

sidered a common wartime vege- 
table, although heaven knows what 
will turn up as a common vegetable 
these days. What my correspon- 
dents wanted to find out though 
was about the medicinal properties 
of artichokes, 

The French people claim -hat the 
artichoke has very remarkable 
medicinal values for diseases of the 
liver and kidneys and for itching, 
hives and asthma. 

Such ideas gain authority largely 
through repetition. Sauerkraut, if 
you can imagine, was idolized by 
the Egyptians. There is usually 
little or no scientific basis for them. 


The vegetables we eat every day 


are very much the same chem- 
ically: only the minute traces of 
some chemical which gives them a 
change of taste makes them differ 
one from the other. Nor have they 
any marked medicinal properties.

IN THE CASE of the artichoke, 
however, when the chemists came 
to analyze it there was found some 
basis for considering it as a medic- 
inal plant. A considerable amount 
of its contained carbohydrate is in 
the form of inulin, which unlike 
most other vegetable starches is 
not converted to glucose in_ the 
body, but is hydrolyed to levulose. 
Because of this, the artichoke has 
been advocated in cases of diabetes, 
but further studies have proved 
that the diabetic does not tolerate 
levulose any better than he does 
dexrose, so the diabetic dream that 
he could eat all the artichokes he 
wanted faded away. 

The chemists also found, curi- 
ously enough, that the old French 
idea that artichokes were good 
for the liver and kidneys had some 
basis because they isolated a diu- 
retic and bile-forming substance 
called cynarine from extracts of 
the leaves and roots, But here 
once more a beautiful dream was 
spoiled because the edible part of 
the artichokes does not contain 
cynarine. Where the French got 
their hunch that it was in the arti- 
choke at all remains a deep, dark 
mystery.

BUT IN SPITE of all this, the 
artichoke is a good vegetable. 
really isn’t as good nutritionally as

the potato, but it has sound quali- 


ties. It is about 2 per cent protein 
and 14 per cent starch. The ordi- 
nary globe artichoke is a member 
of the thistle family, while the 
Jerusalem artichoke is a tuber of 
the sunflower family. The Jeru- 


salem artichoke contains inulin,, 


but has more starch than the globe 
Both forms contain 
good amounts of phosphorus and 
iron, and some vitamins A and B, 
but almost no vitamin C. 

Among the peculiarities of the 
artichoke is one it shares with 
cabbage, spinach, cauliflower and 
vegetable marrow of absorbing 
water while cooking. In a state 
of nature, an artichoke is 80 per 
cent water; after cooking it is 91 
per cent water.

Conditioning Exercises

WOMAN who has not exer- 
A cised for months cannot 

hope to begin a strenuous re- 
ducing course before toning up the 
muscles of her body through sim- 
ple, conditioning movements. If 
she begins at once on the reducing 
movements she is going to be very 
lame and miserable. 


Easy does it, is a rule of a 
prominent body refashioning sa- 
lon and I'll pass it on to you. 
Practice each day for 15 or 20 
minutes without fail, for at least 
10 days. Then begin your reducing 
routine.

Exercise I: Turn on the radio 
to dance music, With an imagined 
partner, or holding a pillow for 
one, dance around the room and 
hum, Drop the pillow, let your 
arms and hands float and dance 
again.

Now a diamond was led 
and the nine-spot was finessed, 
East won with the jack and, see- 
ing that the diamond suit was 
within a trick of establishment, 
shifted to a low heart. West's 
king forced the ace and now the 
declarer, abandoning the diamond 
suit, decided to set up his own 
hearts. He returned the jack. East 
ducked, but without avail. De- 
clarer now led a club to his own 
hand and returned the heart 10. 
East won and exited in hearts, but 
declarer was now home, with two 
spade tricks, three hearts, one dia- 
mond, and three clubs. 

Now observe the difference if 
East had brought a little more 
gray matter to bear on this sit- 
uation. His two returns of spades 
were, of course, correct, but when 
one of his diamond stoppers was 
knocked out, his shift to a low 
heart did not show much imagina- 
tion. At this point it should have 
been clear that if declarer had the 
heart king there was no hope to 
defeat the contract. Thus, instead 
of leading a low heart, East should 
have boldly laid, down the heart 
queen. This play would have set- 
tled declarer’s hash. If he held 
up the heart ace, East would lead 


another heart, in any case estab- 4 


lishing West’s king not only as a 


trick, but far more important, as © 


an entry for his good .spades. 

This recommended maneuver 
bears the grandiloquent title of
